Raising Heifer Calves 


The records of two herds of dairy 
cows owned by two neighbors fur- 
nish a striking example of the utility 
of dairy records to the man who 
really wants to build up a good 
herd. The first man has been cow 
testing for four years and has select- 
ed his cows earefully, studying their 
various preferences and capacities, 
each one as an individual. He raises 
heifers from his best cows; four 
two-year-olds gave last year an 
average:of 7,144 pounds of milk, 
while his herd of ten gave an aver- 
age of 8,059 pounds of milk and 
259 pounds of fat. 

The neighbour considers it simpler 
to buy just what cows he can, he 
does not raise any calves. Lust, year 
his nine cows, all“ upwards of six 
years old, except two heifers, gave 
an .average of only. 4,240 pounds of 
milk. This is only just about one 
half as much miik per cow as in the 
first herd. The best cow gave only

of the four heilers in the first herd. 
He has nothing on which to start 
building up a good dairy herd, unless 
it be his judgment in ‘‘picking a 
winner,’’ which judgment, by the 
way, does not appear to be of Al 
quality. The owner of thefirst herd 
has the advantage of four years of 
dairy records, practically indispen- 
sable to the real dairy farmer, be- 
sides matured judgment in handling 
cows to better advantage. Cow 
testing pays.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
. wast Land Regulations. 


Tho sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home: 
stead a quarter sectior of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at, any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-sectiion along-side his home: 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. ; 

Duties—Six :months residence in 
each of three years after earn ng 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honse worth $300. : 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

It was reported that the victorious 
commander of the southern campaign 
was to replace the defeated marshal 
of the north. 

But no news came of Frederick. 

A few days later there was a letter 
from Dr. Bresser, who was busy in 
the neighborhood of the battle, and 
wrote of the infinite misesy and need 
o. help, which was beyond imagin- 
ation. He ‘ad joined Dr. Brauer, who 
had been sent by the faxon Govern- 
ment, and a Saxon lady, another Flor- 
ence Nightingale, was tg arrive two 
days later. She came from the hos- 
pitals of Dresden to help in Bohemia. 
The two surgeons were planning to 
meet the lady at the nearest station 
to Koniggratz, and Bresser begged us, 
if possible, to send quantities of ban- 
dases and such supplies to his station, 
that they might be delivered into his 
hands. ‘This letter awoke in me a 
resolution which I did not dare tell 
..y. family: 1 would take the box of 
bandages myself. 

I announced that I would go to 
Vienna and prepare supplies for the 
doctor, and so managed to get away 
without difficulty. 1 could easily an- 
nounce from there my real intentions 
to the family without their inter- 
ference. 

I had some doubts as to my want 
of experience, but I felt the cont 
pelling gaze of my husband fixed upon 
me, and he seemed to be stretching 
his arms from a bei of pain, and my 
only thought was: “I am coming, | am 
coming.” : 

I found Vienna a mass of confusion. 
Everywhere my carriage passed ve- 
hicles of wounded men. I made my 
preparations hurriedly and started for 
the North Station. Here the crowds 
of wounded and dying were arriving, 
and the public crowded in with sup- 
plies and looking for friends; there 
were nurses, nuns, physicians, men 
and women from every rank, and the 
officials were busy pushing back the 
crowds. They sent me off too. But 
I protested: “! want to take the next 
north,” but was informed that there 
were no trains for passengers, in or- 
der to keep the lines opened for the 
arrival of the wounded. Only one 
train would go out, and that was ex- 
clusively for he Relief Corps. 

“May I go by that train?” 

“Impossible.” The voice within 
kept calling for me to come. I was 
about to despair when | caught sight 
of the President of the Relief Corps. 
I rushed to him: “For pity's’sake, help 
me, Baron S——. You know me! 
Baroness Tilling, General Althaus’s 
daughter. You are ebout to send a 
train to Bohemia. My dying husband 
needs me there. If you have a heart, 
let me go with that train.” 

With many misgivings he finally 
arranged to put me in the car of a 
surgeon who accompanied the train. 
It would be ready in an hour. 
not stay in the waiting-room; every- 
thing was turned into a hospital, and 
everywhere lay and crouched the 
wretched neglected forms of the man- 
gled and wounded. And train after 
train came in with more wounded, and 
they were as quickly placed and car 
ried away. -\t my feet was laid a man 
who gasped unceasingly, making a 
continuous gurgling sound. I stooped 
to speak a sympathetic word, but 
covered my face in horror. He no 
longer looked Ikke a human being, his 
under jaw was shot away, and his 
eyes were hanging from their sockets. 
He was reeking with decay and cor- 
ruption. My head sank back against 
the wall. But the sickening {dea came 
into my head—could it be Frederick? 
No, it was not he. 

As they carried the poor gurgling 
wretch away the regimental doctor 
said, ‘‘He need not go back to the hos- 
pital, he is already three-fourths 
dead.” And with that the agonized 
creature threw up both his hands in 
pleading to heaven. 


The hour passed, and | started with 
the two surgeons and four Sisters of 
Charity and several soldiers. The 
carriage was hot and filled with a 
mingled odor of hospital and incense, 
and | felt deathly sick. I leaned back 
in my corner and closed my eyes. 

“Are you ill?” asked the sympa- 
thetic young surgeon. “I hear you are 
joining your wounded husband at 
Koniggratz. Do you know where to 
look for him?” 

“No, but 
Bresser.” : 

“I know him” We visited the 
battle-fleld together three days ago.” 

“Visited the battle-fleld?” I repeat- 
ed, shuddering. ‘‘Oh, tell me about 
it.” 

The surgeon told his story, and lL 
put it afterwards Into my journal as 
I remembered it. From there | copy 
it now. I had remembered it quite 
accurately, for Into every scene my 
imagination thrust one fixed idea--- 
that there would be found my wounded 
Frederick, calling for me: 

Behind a little hill the ambulance 
corps lay protected. Beyond, the en- 
gagement ad already begun. The 
very earth and air trembled with the 
heat and explosions. Clouds of smoke 
and roaring artillery filled space. Or- 
ders came that we should fetch the 
wounded from the fleld. It takes some 
heroism to march into the midst of a 
battle when none of the fury of the 
conflict is In the mind to urge you on. 
The corporal in charge of the relief 
ordercd_ the men ta a noint where the

enemy had opened fire. ‘Across the 
oven ground they met groups. of 
wounded dragging themselves. and 
helping each other. One fell : insen- 
sible, but not from a wound but sheer 
exhaustion. They oxpldined: ‘We 
have eaten nothing for two days. 
After an enforced march of twelve 
hours and a bit of sleep, we were, 
called to the fight unrefreshed.” 

The relief patrol pushed on. Let 
them look out for themselves, the sur 
geons were urged on to the more 
desperately ‘wounded. They might ba 
picked up on the way back, after help 
had been renderéd to those lying thick 
in the battke. Everywhere lies a bleed- 
ing mass. The wounded swarm about 
thicker and thicker, creeping and drag- 
ging themsclves over mounds of 
corpses, all stretcmed in mangled posi- 
tions with the death-writhings still 
evident—hands clwwing the ground, 
eyes and tongues projecting, teeth 
gnashed, and mouths gaping as the 
last breath hod been drawn. So they 
lie, with their limbs and bodies man- 
gled into shapelessness and stiffened 
with the death agony. 

Down through a little ravine the 
patrol pushed. Here the dead and 
wounded were lying in heaps together. 
The shrieks for help, the begging, 
weeping, and lamenting, mixed with 
the cries for water. Alas, the pro- 
visions were soon exhausted, and what 
can a few men do 1: all this mass of 
hopelessness? If every helper had a 
hundred arms they could not do half 
of the rescue work. But they work like 
heroes until, suddenly, there comes 
the signal horn calling to another part 
of the field, while the broken wretches 
piteously beg not:to be deserted. An 
adjutant comes in hot haste. Evident- 
ly a general has been wounded. The 
surgeons must follow, begging the 
poor fellows to have patience for they 
will return. But the promise was 
never meant and never believed. 

On, on they must follow the adju- 
tant. Cries and groans to right and 
left are unheeded, and though some of 
the rescuing party falls, they are left 
with the rest. Men writhing with 
horrible wounds, torn by horces’ hoofs, 
crushed by passing guns, seeing the 
rescuers, rear themselves and call for 
help with a last effort. But on, on 
over them all!

So it goes on, page after page, in 
my journal. One account tells how a 
shell burst over a group of wounded 
who had just been bandaged and re: 
Heved, tearing them to pieces. Again, 
it tells how the fighting broke out 
around the ambulances, a fleeing and 
pursuing troop sweeping down the 
wounded, dying, and surgeons, all to- 
gether; or when terrified riderless 
horses, maddened with agony, rushed 
over the wounded on the stretchers, 
throwing them crushed and lifeless ta 
the ground. Again, the most frightful 
scene of all is described: A hundred 
helpless men lay in a farmhouse where 
their wounds had been dressed, when 
a shell set the place in a blaze, and 
their shrieks will ever remain in the 
memory of those who neard it—and 
in mine, for I fancied again, while the 
surgeon spoke, that Frederick was 
there, and I heard his voice out of 
the place of. torture, and I fell back 
in my seat. 

“Oh, dear lady,” the surgeon ex- 
claimed, “I must not try your nerves.” 

But I had not yet heard enough to 
slike my thirst for the horrible; I 
would hear more, and I said, “No, no, 
continue: ‘low was the next morn. 
ing?” So ne continued: 

A battle-fleld by night is hideous 
enough, but under the glorious sun the 
fiendish work of man seems doubly 
flendish. What the night made seem 
ghostly, the daylight revealed as ab- 
solutely hopeless. Then one first 
realizes the countless dead—in the 
streets, the fields. 

There is no cannonading, no rattle 
of musketry, no .drums or trumpet. 
blasts, no flags, no regimentals; the 
only sound is the low moaning of the 
poor wretches who are dying ‘without 


I could | gia. The steaming earth is saturated 


with red puddle that shimmer, reek, 
and clot in the sun. Everywhere lie 
scattered the abandoned sabres, 
bayonets, knapsacks, cloaks, broken 
carriages, wagons, and cannon, the 
half-dead horses staggering up and 
down and hideously bellowing out 
their dying shrieks. There is a littls 
hollow into which the wounded ha‘ 
dragged themselves, but it is clear 
that a battery had driven over them 


the hoofs and wheels crushing them 
into a pulpy oozing mass while still 
alive—yes, hopelessly alive. 

But even more hellish than all this 
is the certain appearance of that vile 
scum of humanity, the ghouls whici 
creep in the wake of the battle, to 
plunder and spoil the dead. They 
slink among the corpses, mercilessly 
tearing off their valuables, mutilating 
and hacding even the living if they 
still have life enough to defend them. 
selves, snatching out thelr eyes to 
make them unrecognizable. 

And s0 they lle, day after day, these 
poor wretches, for the Sanitary Corps, 
though they work untiringly, cannot 
stop for the hopeless ones who. beg 
that they be shot or stabbed in their 
helpless misery. From above the car 
rion crows are’ watching from the 
trees, preparing to descend for their 
dinner. Even the starved village dogs 
come and lick the open flesh. 

Then comes the great interment. 
They dig long shallow trenches, and 
the bodies are thrown in helster- 
skelter, heads up and heads down. 
Also they heap-the bodies into mounds 
and cover them with a few feet of 
dirt. Let the rain wash it away, who 
cares? 

“Now, will you hear what happened 
the next.day?” 

“Oh, I can tell you that,” I inter. 
rupted. “In the capital of the vic- 
torious country the reports have ar- 
rived. In the forenoon, while the 
hyenas of the battle-fleld work round 
the trenches, the people in the 
churches are slaging ‘‘Praise God from 
whom all biessings flow,” and in the 
evening, wife and mother of those wh» 
have been buried-—while yet breathin; 
perhaps—put lighted candles on their 
window-sill, for the city has to be 
illuminated for a sign of joy.” 

“Yes,” :ald the surgeon, “such 
comedy !s marked tin the cities—and 
yonder the tragedy continues. -

What a terrible journey it was! 
Long after the surgeon ceased to tell 
his story we caught glimpses from the 
| window of the effects of tbe war. 


.tered my sorrow. 


True, fhere: were: no scenes of” devas- 
tation but everywhere families were 
hurrying with their belongings, leav- 
ing home to go they knew not where, 
for the cry,““The Prussians are com- 
ing,” filled them with terror. We 
passed many trains carrying tho 
wounded to the inland hospitals. The 
stations were crammed with men 
waiting to be carried farther. They 
had been brought by wagons and cots 
from the fleld, and were waiting to get 
either to the hospitals or cemeteries. 
At every halt the Sisters of Uharity 
in our party immediately busied them. 
selves, but I was useless. The uproar 
about the stations was like a be- 
wildering dream; people were running 
about confusedly, the troops were tak- 
ing the trains to go farther, the wound- 
ed and bleeding were swarming every. 
where, and the screams of women 
added to the frightful conditions. 
Cannons and baggage wagons rumbled 
by; trains followed, carrying the re- 
serves from Viennzc. The soldiers 
were crammed in cattle-trucks and 
freight-cars—just as cattle are sent 
to the slaughter—and were they not, 
I could not help thinking, were they 
not being sent to the big political 
shambles where the oflicial butchers 
seek their profits? ‘They rushed by 
on the rattling wheels like the wind, 
and a howling war-song pealed from 
the cars. An armed host marching 
through the flelds or roads, on foot 
or horse, with flags flying, has a cer; 
tain antique touch of the poetic, more 
of the movement of free will in it; 
that the railroad track, this symbol of 
modernism and civilization which 
brings the nations nearer together, 
should be used to thrust men into 
the battle to let barbarism loose is a 
hideous contradiction. And even the 
clicking telegraph, mastering the 
lightning to do man’s will, to advance 
his interests, to relieve his anxieties, 
to bring his life into immediate and 
close touch with his fellows—to think 
that it should be used in the service 
of barbarity! Our boast before the 
barbarians 1s, “Behold our civilization, 
our railroads, our telegraph lines,” 
and then we debase these things by 
using them ‘o enforce and multiply 
our OWD savagery. ¢ 

Such thoughts deepened and embit- 
Happy were they 
who were simply weeping and wring: 
ing their hands, whose souls did not 
rise up in wrath against the whole 
hideous comedy, who did not accuse 
nor arraign any one with the blame’ 
—not even that Lord of Armies whom 
they believed to be the loving author 
of all their misery! 

Late in the evening I arrived at 
Koniginhof, my companions having 
left me at an earlier station. What 
if Dr. Bresser failed to meet me? My 
nerves were quite shattered by the 
night’s experiences, and only my ex- 
treme anxiety about Frederick sus 
tained me. 

The station in Kéniginhof was over 
flowing with wounded men; they were 
lying everywhere—in every nook and 
corner, in the ground, cnd on the 
stones. The night was very dark, 
there was no moon, and only a few 
lanterns Mghted the station. I sank 
on to a bench, put my luggage on the 
ground before me, overcome with the 
desire for sleep. I ;began to realize 
the absurdity of my coming. What if 
Frederick were already at home, or 
perhaps dead and buried? Oh, to be 
able to sleep and forget it, and per- 
haps even never wake again to behold 
all this world of horror! At least, let 
me not live on. and find Frederick 
among the “missing.” Was perhaps my 
boy at home calling for me? What if 
I did not find Dr. Bresser? What 
should I do in that case? Luckily I 
nad a little bag with money about my 
neck, and money always affords some 
help out of difficulties. And I in- 
voluntarily felt for the bag. The fas. 
tenings were torn off—it was gone. 
What a blow! Still, the floods of mis. 


fo~tune on all sides made my loss seem 
slight to me. I rose to look for the 
station-master, and suddenly catight 
sight of Dr. Bresser. In my excite- 
ment I fell about his neck. 

“Baroness Tillinz!” he exclaimed. 
“What on earth are you doing here?” 

“l have come to assist. is Frederick 
in one of your hospitals?” 

His negative reply was c relief as 
well as a disappointment. But how 
could he know of all the wounded, ! 
would search for myself. I asked for 
Frau Simon. 

“She is here, and a splendid woman 
—quick, decisive, prudent. She has 
discovered that the need is the great- 
est in a near village. We are going 
there together.” 

“Let me go along with you, Doctor.” 
He tried to dissuade me, but after 
some argument he introduced me to 
Frau Simon as an assistant, and in a 
few minutes we started on our journey 
in a hay wagon which had just brought 
some wounded men _ to the station. 
We sat upon the straw, possidly still 
wet from blood, and started on our 
long uncomfortable ride. The ricketty 
wagon with its straw-covered boards 
was pure torture to me, accustomed 
to springs and cushions. I was sound 
and well, what must it have been to 
the mangled and shattered bodies 
which were carried over rough roads 
in this wagon? My eyes were heavy; 
the discomfort and excited nerves pre- 
vented sleep, but leaning on the Doc- 
tor’s shoulder, half-dreaming, | heard 
t'ts of the conversation which my 
companions carried on half aloud. 

They spoke of the lack of surgeons 
and instruments. Even bread was not 
to be had, and in many places the 
water had been so polluted that it 
cduld not be used. Every roof-covered 
space was cra;nmed with wounded men 
d:-ing and raving In their last agonies, 
and in their ravings they blasphemed 
God. 


“Mr, Twining of London must have 
heard these curses,” said. the Doctor, 
“when he proposed to the Geneva Red 
Cross that, when the condition of the 
wounded is hopeless, they should be 
offered the consolations of religion and 
then be put out of their agony in the 
most humane menner, thus preventing 
tnem from dying with curses of God 
upon their lips.’

THE LIBEL ACT. 


An amendment to the Libel Act 
has been introduced into the Legis- 
lature by Hon. A. G. Mackay which 
should not be allowed by the Gov- 
ernment until at least a full measure 
of investigation has taken place into 
all the circumstances in relation 
thereto. The Cahzary Hlerald has 
this to say regarding the proposed 
changes : 

“A Bill has been brought down in 
the Alberta legislature to amend the 
libel and slander act by adding to 
one of its clauses several provisions 
which restrict the right of.a news- 
paper to ask security for costs in 
libel actions brought against it. A 
copy of the bill reached The Herald 
yesterday through personal sources, 
but no official intimation that the 
measure was to be brought down has 
been given to the officers of Alberta’s 
newspaper association. 

This does not seem to be right. 
The present libel act was only passed 
a year or so ago, and so far as 
known there has been no litigation 
in it that has shown cause for any 
change in its provisions. The act 
has afforded reasonable protection 
to newspapers by giving them an 
opportunity to make amends for un- 
intentional libels, which constitute 
practically all libels published. It 
has not been shown in any instance 
that the act has worked to the in- 
jury of the public. 

The present act was threshed out 
very thoroughly in the legislature 
befon: being passed. The newspapers 
were represented and were given an 
opportunity to present their case. Tt 
would net be reasonable now that 
the act should be amended to their 
detriment without them having been 
advised in ample time and given a 
similar opportunity. The Herald be- 
lieves that in fairness to the press 
of the province the ;:ropesed amend- 
ing act should be held over until 
the next session, and that mean- 
time the press should ‘have an oppor- 
tunity to discuss it and to consult 
with the government concerning it.’’ 
~ ‘To rush an amendment of this nat- 
ure through without even consulting 
the press is taking a very unfair 
advantage of the newspaper men of 
the province, and on the Press 
Association asking Premier Sifton 
to hold the question over for con- 
sideration, he has dane so for a 
with ajshort time.

As early as 8 o'clock people of all 
classes in society begin to gather in 
the Cardinal’s anteroom. There the 
aristocrat and the laborer, the noble 
dame and the poor girl, meet on equal 
terms. All are admitted to his pre- 
sence, and the whole day is taken up 
by: listening to these visitors, who are 
received exactly in the order of their 
arrival. Some will come to confer 
with the Cardinal on most important 
questions, others bring the most 
trivial suggestions, others again will 
come for personal advice and conso- 
lation, but all are received with the 
same fatherly kindness, and leave his 
presence wiser and stronger and hap- 
pier. 4 

On days not occupied by this tedious 
reception of all classes of people the 
Cardinal visits some part of his im- 
mense diocese, in which there are not 
fewer than 2,500,000 Catholics. 

A few years ago the Cardinal was 
driving in his automobile from Mech- 
lin to Antwerp: A little child was 
crossing the road in front of the auto- 
mobile. The Cardinal, noticing the 
danger to the child, lost no time in

shouting to his chauffeur to turn the 
machine on to the wall alongside the 
road, with the result that he was 
violently thrown out of the automobile 
and severely injured. His face to-day 
bears the marks of this accident, and 
he has often been heard to say how 
much better it was for him to have 
met with this accident than to have 
had the slightest injury befall the 
little child. 

Cardinal Mercier is very tall, and 
very slender; he has the aspect of an 
ascetic, and not only has he the as- 
pect thereof, but he leads the life of 
an ascetic. Those who know him well 
say that he would be just as happy 
and just as satisfied in a prison cell 
as on the throne in his chamber of 
state. 

Cardina! Mercier was born on the 
32nd of November, 1861, in a small 
place called Braine-l’Alieud, only a 
few miles from Waterloo. Through- 
out his life he has been a worker, 
Long before he became Cardinal he 
was known to the world of philosophy 
and science. As President of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences, Letters 
and Fine Arts of Belgium, his motto 
was “Work and Virtue.” He soon dis- 
covered the talented worker. among 
his students, and such a one he would 
encourage and guide on to private, 
deeper study. The result of this has 
been that Belgium’s great school of 
philosophy to-day might be called the 
“Disciples of Mercier.” 

As an administrator Cardinal Mer- 
cier is progressive and modern, al- 
ways ready to accept healthy reforms, 
and energetic in obtaining results.

Too often in the past the whole- 
salers and retailers of Canara have 
openly opposed the “Made-inCanada” 
Movement. Where they haveynot op- 
posed it they have damned it with 
faint praise, Their motives in so 
doing are purely selfish. Very often 
to secure a share of Canada's trade 
the foreign manufacturer quotes par- 
to the 
dealer, prices which enable both 
wholesaler and retailer to extract a 
greater profit than usual from the sale 
of these goods. The foreign manu-. 
facturer is able to do this because the. 
Canadian market is only a small part 
of his total market, and he can easily 
Bell at a low profit or even at~cost, 
in other words “dump” in - this 
small market in order to secure con- 
trol of the trade, whereas the Can- 
adian manufacturer, for whom Canada 
is the whole market, cannot afford 
to do business at a loss to meet the 
foreigner’s prices. This explains in 
great measure why wholesaler and 
retailer have not got behind the 
“Made-in-Canada” movement until 
very recently. 

The Toronto “Globe,” in an article 
on the “Made-in-Canada” question the 
other day, explains the reason for the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign going 
direct to the people on this ground. 
Under the heading, “‘Home Production 
or Bankruptcy,” the “Globe” says: 

“The people in the end can force 
the storekeeper or the dealer to give 
them the Canadian-made article. But 
he should see, especially in the light 
of present conditions, why he should 
encourage home production without 
being forced to do co. ‘ nce the war 
broke out our exports as well as our 
imports have decreased with serious 
rapidity, and the only alternatives 
that confront Canada, in the face of 
such critical trade conditions, are in- 
creased productior at home and a 
larger volume of business in the home 
markets, or bankruptcy. If Canadian- 
made goods are not sold in greater 
volume the merchant and the whole- 
sale dealer must inevitably suffer, 
simply because a very large number 
of their present customers, people who 
work in factories and in offices de- 
pendent on factories, will be forced 
out of employment. Furthermore, 
regarded from a national point of 
view, the ‘Made-in-Canada’ move- 
ment, which means increased pro- 
duction in all departments at home, 
fs the only method of raising. the one 
hundred and fifty millions of interest 
which is due each year on the coun- 
try's indebtcdness.

Horticultural Society 
Discuss mall Fruits 


A select number of citizens turned 
out on Thursday evening to hear Mr. 
Joseph Cole deliver his axcellent and 
practicable address on ‘The Growing 
‘of Small Fruits and Shrubs,”’ under 
;the auspices of the Horticultural 
Sociaty. Mr. Welliver, the President, 
of the Society, opened the meeting, 
but had to relinquish the chair to 
Mr. Allen, the Secretary-Treasurer, 
owing to a prior engagement. 

In the early part of his address 
Mr. Cole recalled several interesting 
anecdotes of pioneer life and experi- 
ences in-thi's district. He told how 
he came to Red Deer 26 years ago, 
bringing with him a large number of 
currant and raspberry shrubs and 
also apple trees, and of how he ob- 
them:

The currant, one of the _ fruits 
brought from the east by the 
speaker, and probably the widest 
grown small fruit in tho west, re- 
quires plenty of cultivation and fer- 
tilizing matter, succeeding best when 
planted in the spring, in which oper- 
ation it is necessary to use plenty of 
water and to pack the soil well 
around the roots. After planting 
overwatering is very injurious to 
the bushes. Propagation is obtained 


jby several methods, among ~ which 


are using an eight-inch slip of one 
year¥ old wood bearing three buds, to 
be sunk in the ground to a depth of 
three inches, or to take a branch of 
two year old wood in June, cover lit 
with a few inches of soil, and by 
September, when it is well rooted, it 
will form the nucleus of several bush- 
es. Other methods are division of 
the parent bush and growth from 
seed. The red varieties adapted for 
this district are Hay’s Prolific and 
Cherry Red, tke black are Black 
Champion and Black Maples, and the 
white is the White Grape. 

With domestic gooseberries, Mr. 
Cole had kad little experience, but 
the Downing variety had ‘been 
grown successfully in this district. 
The wild variety, dompsticated, is 
very prolific, bearing fruit of increas- 
ed size. ; 

Of raspberries, the speaker recom- 
mended the Cuthbert and Columbian. 
These should be planted in the 
spring, the rows being two and one- 
half feet apart and fifteen inches be- 
tween the canes. Although he had 
found it best in the case of currants 
to defer the cutting back of new 
growth until spring, he had made a 
practice to cut some five or six. 
inches from the tops of raspberry 
canes ,in the fall, and then laying 
them down and weighted to secure 
from frost. 

Strawberries succeed well in a 
clay sub-soil and need thorough 
cultivation and freedom from weeds. 
They should be sct out in May in 
rows two feet apart, with fiftean 
inches between each plant and the 
beds need renewing every two years. 
The hardiest varieties, the Williams 
and the Senator Dunlop, need only a 
light straw covering during the win- 
| ter. 

Rhubarb, though not a 
fruit, is largely used for the same 
purpose. Mr. Cole raises from two 
to three tons of this commodity an- 
nually, and grows his own seed. 
For winter the rhubarb bed should 
be slightly mulehed. 

Amtong flowering shrubbery the 
speaker recommended the Russian 
Lilac, a species noted for its hardi- 
ness and rapid growth. It is prona- 
gated from cuttings of one year old 
wood: and from the parent root. 
Other hardy shrubs suitable for this 
district are the Flowering Curraut 
er Clove Tree, the bearer of scented 
yellow flowers, and Princess Feather, 
which blooms in July and August, 
the blossom being pink or yellow. 

Much additional interest was lent 
to the address by the numerous 
questions asked and lucidly answer- 
ed by Mr. Cole in the course of his 
remarks, and by the interesting dis- 
cussion at its close. Mr. Coote and 
Mrs. Allen contributed results of 
their experiences with currants and 
rhubarb, and it was suggested that 
more might be done in the way of 
forcing early rhubarb if only: by 
covering a few roots with a small 
heap of manure. 

The value of barn yard manuro in 
all gardens was emphasized by Mr. 
Cole. 

Mr. Coote brought up the question 
of the Horticultural Society co-oper- 
ating with the City Council in en- 
couraging the cultivation of vacant 
lots, and it was agreed to call a 
meeting of the directors at an early 
date to arrange for this.

Several bobolinks killed in Cuba 
were found toi have living specimens 
of the small, grass-inhabiting’ snail 
clinging among their feathers. This 
mollusk lives in Porto Rico, and St. 
‘Croix, but not in Cuba. 

_A ‘similar circtinistance was since 
observed in the case of the upland 
piover (so called), a migratory sand- 
piper; and it appears to bea regular 


piper arrives on the coast of Louisiana 
from its winter home in the tropics 
during. the third week of March and 
is shot as game. Those killed im- 
mediately after their arrival are often 
found to be carrying beneath their 
wings from 20 to 40 small snails of 
the fresh-water genus Pilysa, which 
the birds are accustomed to eat. These 
snails abound in tropical America as 
well as in the United States, but can 
not be obtained in Louisiana until 
the-warmth of early summer brings 


neath the mud. 

In both these cases the fact of the 
birds transporting food-mollusks 
clinging to their feathers is certain, 
and the inference

snails got under the wings.

Miss Ellicott noticed a blue-jay fiy 
down to a disturbed anthil] in her 
garden and began to pick up the b’g 
ants, which were running about in 
great excitement over the catastrophe 
that had befallen their city. The bird 
apparently realized that the ants 
were too many to be eaten at once, 
and that he had the chance of his life 
for savings.

Ants have a propensity for grasping 
with their jaws and holding onto any- 
thing they touch when treated in such

SHOT TROUGH THE-HEAD . 


Remarkable Escapes From Wounds 
That Usually Mean-Instant Death 
2. 


There aré two cases in London hos- 
pitals of soldiers who have been shot 
through the head and still survive and 
give every promise of getting well. 
In one case the missile passed In 
below the cheek-bone and out behind 
the ear, temporarily upsetting the 
nerve centres, but not inflicting a 
really dangerous wound. The patient 
can speak quite well. The other case 
is one in which a speeding bullet 
caught a man yawning, entered his 
open mouth, passed between his teeth 
and through his cheek without jaw 
or tongue being dainaged. ‘ 

But, although both these men were 
actually and literally shot through the 
head they were not shot through the 
brain. But such cases have occurred. 
In the Army Medical Museum there 
is a skull preserved which contains 
a bullet which entered the right eye 
and lodged at the base of the brain. 
The ball is embedded in the bone be. 
hind the eye, and !t is a marvel thaf 
the man who was so hit survived a 
moment. He did, however. He actu- 
ally lived for two months, and then 
suddenly dropped dead one day whe 
the surgeons thought he was goin? 
to recover.

Some idea cf the needs of an army 
such as‘ Britain now has at the front 
and at home may be gathered from the 
following figures, In-peace times the 
Issue‘of boots for one year amounts 
to 245,000 pairs, but at present thero 
are, delivered or on order, 6,500,900 
pairs for upkeep for six months only, 
and it may be imagined that the 
British bootimakers are busily em- 
ployed, Similarly, there are-issued 
114,000 ‘pairs of woollen ‘drawers a 
year, and there are now 7,000,000 
pairs on order for half a year. 

Instead of 48,000 greatcoats, Britain 
now needs 1,600,000; 250,000 service 
dress jackets has increased to 5,250,- 
000, not to speak of 6,000,000 pairs 
of trousers, 4,500,000 pairs of puttees, 
11,000,000 shirts, 11,000,000 pairs of 
socks, besides caps, pants, Highland 
shoes, cardigans, 
Ings, and so on in the same relative 
proportions. 4

that the price of wool and other ma- 


terlais has gone up very consider- |f

MONSTERS OF THE AIR 


Zeppelin. Bombs Are Aimed, Not 
Dropped—Accuracy Problematical 


The gas bags of the war Zeppelins 
are 600 feet. long and 50 feet in dia- 
meter. These bags are not, as is 
sometimes supposed, a single cham- 
ber of silk and rubber, but a number 
of compartments, divided and ribbed 
with tough wood and aluminum. 
Otherwise a single bullet striking the 
Bas bag would cause the craft to come 
tumbling to earth. As it is, it would 
require shrapnel fire to disable the 
balloon. Beneath the bag are two cars 
the forward one being the bridge of 
the ship, and the aft one the engine 
room. Between the two and connect- 
ed with each by a covered passagew y 
are the cabins, where the crew of 
twenty-five men live when not on ac- 
tive duty. The war Zeppelins have 
another feature unknown to craft of 
peace, and this is a third car, which 
is slung 2,000 feet below the ship. 
Upon this car are carried‘ the ex- 
plosives, the idea being that if it hap- 


pens to be struck it will harmlessly :| ‘4 


explode without 
herself. 

The chief hostile equipment of the 
Zeppelin is a supply of bombs. They 
are not dropped overboard, but: are 
discharged, or rather aimed, through 
a sort of tube that lies on the floor 
of the car. They are loaded three 
at a time, and are discharged by 
means of a pedal. -Two can be let go 
at once, and this is the favorite prac- 
tice, the third sent earthward a couple 
of seconds later. A lookout with a 
powerful glass reports to the bomb 
dropper the effect of his fire. It is 
said that experiments made in Ger- 
many show that considerable accuracy 
has been achieved by the bomb 
throwers. This, however, is open to 
question. Only in unusually favorable 
circumstances can a Zeppelin come 
within two miles of the earth when 
discharging a bomb, and, moreover, 
she must for reasons of safety keep 
moving, perhaps at 60 milés an hour. 
At this range it would be possible to 
hit a city, perhaps, but hardly a city 
block. A

TATTOOING POPULAR 


“Avenge Belgium” In Red, White and 
Blue a Favorite Design 

Soldiers and sailors both love to 
have their arms or chests decorated 
with portraits or patriotic emblems, 
and tattooists have been busily prac- 
tising their art since the outbreak of 
the war. The favorite design of the 
British soldier is the head of a bull- 
dog with a Union Jack twined round 
his body. Others are more ambitious 
in their choice, and bring a photo- 
graph of their sweethearts to the tat- 
tooist and request him to copy it on 
to their skin. King George’s portrait 
is often tattooed on the arm of a loyal 
soldier. 

National emblems are favorite de- 
signs amongst Scotch, Irish and Can- 
adian soldiers. The Highlander Hkes 
to have a thistle in colors tattooed 
on his knee, whilst a brilliant green 
shamrock leaf finds favor with the 
soldier from the Emerald Isle. The 
Canadians’ favorite tattooed emblem 
is the maple leaf, and that of the 
Australians a kangaroo. ' 

Half the sailors in the British navy 
are tattooed, for the custom has al- 
ways been a popular one with Jack. 
Designs pertaining to matters nautical 
find favor with the man in blue, such 
as crossed guns, battleships, or por- 
traits with a lifebuoy .s a frame. 

Many fighting men have been es- 
pecially tattooed with emblems -and 
mottoes relative to the present war. 
The sentence, “Avenge Belgium,” in 
letters picked out in red, white and 
blue, and the flags of the allies placed 
in fan shape is another design which 
the war has popularized. ’ 


Admirals of the Coast 


The German raid on the English 
coast recalls the fact that there are 
in the peerage a number of gertlemen 
who hold hereditary rank as admirals 
of vice-admirals of the coasts of dif- 
ferent counties. Lord Lonsdale is 
Hereditary Admiral of Cumberland 
and Westmorland, and the Duke of 
Argyl) holds the rank in the Western 
Isles. Lord Londesborough, whose 
wife was in' residence at her Scar- 
borough house during the bombard- 
ment there, is Vice-Admiral of the 
Yorkshire coast. Lord Mostyn is Vice- 
Admiral of North Wales and Carmar 
thenshire, Lord Mount Edgcumbe of 
Cornwall, Lord Ormonde of Leinster, 
Lord Stradbroke of Suffolk, Lord Yar- 
borough of Lincolnshire, and there 
are others.
